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DETAILED ACTION 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR

As Applicant points out under Remarks section (pages 8-10), Apte, at least, does 
not teach and/or suggest "classifying individual entity bean objects ... providing a 
state server, a different one of the state servers being dedicated to a particular 
one of the state management types, ... each of the state servers being separate 
from the memory address space of the Java server process", in such manners as 
cited in independent claims 1, 9 and 18. The art of record does not suggest these 
claimed limitations. Thus, all remaining claims 1, 4-9, 13-21, 25-28 are allowed.
